sugar company employees engaged 
in the processes of harvesting and 
Storing the beets and refining the 
sugar. The sugar company will pay 
for the 1938 crop approximately §1,- 
650,000 to the farmers, $250,000 for 
freight, $355,000 for materials used, 
und approximately $350,000 for sal- 
aries and wages. Thus the produc- 


tion of new wealth from this indus- 
try is well over $3,000,000.00 per 
year. 


The circulation of these returns, 
nearly all of which are confined 
closely into the Lethbridge district, 
has contributed largely to the stabil- 
ity of Souhern Alberta in the last 
ten years. 

There is also the heavy excise tax 
paid to the Dominion Government 
which amounts to $1.00 per cwt. of 


sugar. Thus the beet sugar indus- 
try of Southern Alberta has _ pro- 
duced for the entire country a tax 


revenue of over $780,000 from the 
beets grown in 1938. No other food 
commodity pays such a tax, and it 
is believed that sugar consumption 
is held down by this extreme exac- 
tion,
